RIGID CONSERVATION ORDERS. 
Under rigid orders issued by the 
food administration last night, all city 
or town householders are put on a 
strict two-pound sugar limit on 
each purchase, and country house- 
holders on a five-pound limit, pro- 
curable only by specific declaration; 
a limit of not more than 60 pounds 
for the remainder of the season for 
preserving and canning, procurable 
on signed pledge, 25 pounds at a 
time; a limit of not more than 1% 
pounds of beef per person per week. 
Hotels, restaurants and all public 
eating places are required to elimi- 
nate from their menus and service 
“boiled beef except two meals per 
week, beefsteak one meal per week 
and roast beef one meal per week.

Amsterdam, June 12.—“A great part 
of the French army has been beaten,” 
General von Stein, the Prussian war 
minister, declared in a speech to the 
reichstag, according to Berlin advices. 

“The so-called Foch reserve army no 
longer exists,” the minister asserted. 

“The success of the crown Prince’s 
carefully-prepared attacks against the 
French and British on the Chemin des 
Dames front on May 27 inflicted one of 
the gravest defeats the entente has 
suffered during the entire war.”’ 

General von Stein made these state- 
ménts in a review of the military situa- 
tion at the second reading of the army 
budget in the reichstag yesterday. 

“Besides his losses in men,” continued 
General von Stein, “the enemy suffered 
an enormous loss in war materials and 
equipment. Immense stores of ammuni- 
tion which were heaped up along the 
lines of communication behind the 
front of the defeated French army, like- 
wise fell into our hands just as pre- 
viously we captured enormous stores 
from the British army.” 

Strength of Americans. 

General von Stein said that the num- 
ber and strength — of the American 
troops up to the preesnt was far below 
what reports spread by the entente had 
led Germany to expect. He said that 
American troops had made their first 
appearance on the battle front, but only 
at the moment when the German ad- 
vance had come to a halt on the Marne. 

“They, too, like the French reserves,” 
he declared, “were thrown,into the bat- 
tle in vain counter attacks and suffered 
the same fate.* 

Other American tréops, the minister 
said, are on quiet sections of the front. 

In alluding to the recent German suc- 
cesses, General von Stein said: bg 

“The ground for these successes was 
prepared by the mighty blows dealt the 
British army in the battle of Armen- 
tieres and before Mount Kemmel. Only 
by throwing in French reserves on the 
Somme and in Flanders was the enemy 
able to patch up the torn British front. 
The French divisions tied up in support 
of the British army were naturally 
lacking on the Chemin des Dames and 
the exhausted British divisions put in 
at this point could not long withstand 
the weight of the German attack. With 
unexampled rapidity exceeding even 
that of the advance on the Italian front 
the previous autumn, the attack was 
carried victoriously across the Aisne 
to the Marne.” 


DESIGNED TO CREATE 
MISAPPREHENSION. 
SAYS WASHINGTON 


Washington, June 12.— Announcement 
by the Prussian war minister to the 
reichstag that “the so-called Foch re- 
serve army no longer exists,” is be- 
lieved by officials here to be a design 
to create a misapprehension of the facts 
in the minds of General von Stein’s 
hearers. To some extent it ig regarded 
as an admission by the German military ' 
rulers that they must say something to!

Italian army. 

The attack, made by Commanders 
Rizzo and Luigi De Milazzo, with two 
small Italian torpedo boats, was de- 
livered at dawn on Monday. 

All Italy was thrilled by the news of 
this feat, which is considered probably 
the most remarkable performed by any 
navy during the war, inasmuch as it 
was effected by such small means. 

Commander Rizzo sent two. torpedoes 
in the leading dreadnaught, while the 
second dreadnaught was struck once by 
a torpedo from the other Italian craft, 
in charge of Commander Milazzo. 

After both commanders had returned 
safely to their home naval base, Com- 
mander Rizzo said to the Associated 
Press correspondent: 

“I am proud to do this work be- 
cause of the allies, of freedom and of 
humanity. My best wishes to America.”

We notice’ that. the county is going to 
furnish the city asphalt for the Peachtree 
paving, and that the county has 600 tons 
on hand which cost $10 per ton, which is 
about $10 per ton less than the present 
price. The city also had a contract for as- 
phalt during 1917 at about the same price 
as the county. Under the terms of the con- 
tract, we had a right to take out 750 tons 
Towards the end of the year, it was seen 
that we would not use more than 5600 tons 
of this asphalt. It was called to Mr. Col- 
lier’s attention that the price of asphalt had 
advanced about 50 per cent above what it 
was when the 1917 contract was made, and 
was suggested to him that as the city had a 
perfect right under its agreement to order 
out the remaining (250) tons which was due 
on ‘the old contract, that it would pay to 
put same in stock during the latter part 
of 1917 and early part of 1918. Mr. Collier 
took no action on the suggestion made to 


him with the result that the city has had | 


to pay $8.40 per ton more than this old 
contract price, and we have already bought 
250 tons this year at a loss to the city 
due to his lack of business prudence, $2,100. 

The city’s transportation bill during the 
year 1918, will run close to a half million 
dollars. The construction department has 
about sixty teams and the present cost of 
operation of them will approximate $390 a 
day. Some time about the first of the year. 
teaming contractors raised their price on 
hauling, due to the increased cost of feed 
and labor. As the city has several thou- 
sand tons of coal delivered around to its 
different stations, during the year, we 
thought that the cost of hauling might be 
reduced by getting the city teams to do it.

“Urgency of the immediate war con- 
ditions makes necessary the adoption 
of this program at this time. 

The ublic generally, both the 
householder and the business enter- 
prise, will readily appreciate that the 
changing conditions in production, 
from season to season; the changing 
situation in shipping and, therefore, 
of the markets available to the allies; 
and the increasing demand for supplies 
for our own growing army, with the 
fluctuation o the beef supply in 
France, all make it impossible to adopt 
a fixed policy for any. long fixed pe- 
riod in advance. The food administra- 
tion has recently asked for economy in 
Du meat consumption.

purpose of the administration to em- 
phasize clearly the necessity of the mo- 
ment for a still further reduction of

Further Limitation on Sugar. 
Dr. Soule’s order on the sale and dis- 
tribution of sugar is even more di- 
rect than the beef order.

lic: Effective at once, it is ordered 
and directed that all sales of sugar 
by retail in the state of Georgia shall, 
until further notice by the fuel admin- 
istrator, be limited to not more than 
two rounds at any one time to town or 
city, .ud to no more than five pounds 
at any one time to purchasers in the 
rural districts. 

“The merchant is especially directed 
that the duty is placed upon him of as-

The witness contended that*this was 
on exactly the same style of system, 
and, that in arriving at the proposed 
new rates, every effort had been made 
to make the increase uniform, except 
in a few cases where an effort had been 
made to rectify a previous uninten- 
tional discrimination. 

Mr, Jones contended that this was 
discrimination against the users around 
1,000 kilowatt hours and under, and 
made the point that no increase at all 
was contemplated for domestic users in 
the city of Hartwell, which Mr. Ark- 
wright admitted, but contended was 
justified under all existing circum- 
stances. 

Mr. Arkwright admitted that as be- 
tween every two customers of the com- 
pany it might be proven that there was, 
to a certain extent, discrimination, but 
claimed that there was no illegal dis- 
crimination.

ALL ALLIED RESOURCES 
MAY BE PLACED IN POOL 


Washington, June 12.—Pooling of all 
economic resources of American and the 
nations allied against the central pow- 
ers was a step nearer today after the 
weekly meeting of the president's war 
cabinet, 

One of the moves planned in the 
project for welding into a vast mobile 
machine the entire economic power of 
the United States and the allies behind 
the military forces, is the creation of 
a munitions council with headquarters 
at one of the entente capitals. This 
was laid before President Wilson at 
today’s session. 

Under a tentative plan outlined, the 
munitions council would be divided 
into two parts, food and war material. 


{On the former would sit representa- 


tives of the food ministries of the allies 
and a representative of Food Adminis- 
trator Hoover. On the latter allied mu- 
nitions heads would sit with a repre- 
sentative of the war industries board. 

The control purchase and distribu- 
tion of food, raw material and finished 
products needed by the allies would be 
centered in the munitions council. Any 
question as between the needs of the 
various allies, their armies and those 
of the United States would come before 
the council, 

Every industry, both in Europe and 
the United States would be the object of 
special study to increase production and 
avoid duplication. ; 

While the plan outlined is tentative, 
guch progress has been made that As- 
sistant Secretary of War § Stettinius, 
Food Administrator Hoover and other 
officials of the war-making agencies 
are arranging to go to Europe within 
the next few weeks to prepare for set- 
ting up the organization, 


Secretaries’ Meet Postponed. 


Brunswick, Ga., June 12.—The meet- 
ing of the Georgia Commercial Secre- 
taries association, which was to have 
been held in this city on June 26-27, 
has been indefinitely postponed. This 
decision was reachéd after a conference 
between several of the secretaries, who 
agreed that with so much war work 
going on just at present all of the 
secretaries of the various organizations 
in Georgia are too busy to leave their 
homes.

FIRST HUME AUXILIARY 


Organization in Interest of the 
Men of 326th Infantry Ex- 
pected Wednesday. 


Called to meet at the home of Mrs. 
Edward Brown for the purpose of or- 
ganizing a “Home Auxiliary to the 326th 
U. S&S. Infantry,” now in France, fifty 
patriotic women met and organized 
yesterday morning in the interest of 
the men who trained here at Camp 
Gordon during the winter months, and 
among whom are the best Afianta and 
Georgia had to give to win the war. 
The organization will include the wives 
and women relatives of all the men 
who comprise the 326th infantry, ‘and 
there will be women vice chairmen 
named to represent the organization in 
any state sending a man in this partic- 
ular division. 

Phe organization has been formed at 
the suggestion of Colonel McArthur, 
who commands the regiment. Mrs. 
McArthur, who is making her home 
temporarily in Atlanta, is honorary 
chairman of the auxiliary. Mrs. Ed- 
ward T. Brown is acting secretary, 
and Miss Adrienne Battey is recording 
secretary. Mrs. Thomas Barrett III. 
is first vice president. Other officers 
will be elected at a subsequent meet- 
ing of the organization, and a complete 
story of the purposes of the organiza- 
tion, the plan of work, and the con- 
ditions of membership will be pub- 
lished later. 

The Home Auxiliary of the 326th In- 
fantry will in no way conflict with 
any department of the Red Cross work, 
nor with any other war relief work, 
the principle of the organization be- 
ing one strictly co-operative with all 
organizations doing defense work, and 
in direct interest of the men in ‘the 
326th infantry. 


FAIR WEATHER THURSDAY 


Temperature Today Will Not 
Be Excessively High. 


The weather will be fair in Atlanta 
and Vicinity today, according to the 
report given out from the. United 
States weather bureau. 

The northern storm has moved east-

TRAINED NURSE SCARCITY 
THREAT TO. COMMUNITY 


Ashcraft Urges Young Women 
of Atlanta to Equip for 
Home Nursing. 


“I do not believe the people of At- 
lanta realize the dangers ahead in the 
Scarcity of trained nurses in the com- 
munity, and the necessity there is for 
our women to equip themselves in 
those branches of practical nursing, 
which every woman has a chance to 
acquire through the local chapter of 
the Red Cross,” said Lee Ashcraft 
yesterday, chairman of the Atlanta 
Chapter of the Red Cross, when the 
matter of the national call for nurses 
was brought to him. 

“Aside from the demand which 
being made for fully equipped nurses 
to serve in the military hospitals at 
home and abroad, and to nurse in the 
rehabilitation hospitals being estab- 
lished in the war zone, there is already 
a scarcity of nurses in Atlanta that 
suggests immediate steps should be 
taken to interest women at home in 
this very humane and patriotic form 
of service. 

“To do home nursing the Atlanta 
Chapter of the Red Cross affords the 
opportunity to young women to learn, 
and competent teachers are engaged to 
instruct them. Applicants to these 
classes should register in the Red Cross 
house, 258 Peachtree street, and classes 
will be arranged for them. 


The Importance of Dietetics. 


“The importance of the Red Cross 
classes in dietetics cannot be overesti- 
mated,” Mr. Ashcraft further said. 
“For that is becoming a needed acquire- 
ment for women who manage their 


own homes, who in any way have the 
responsibility of looking after the feed- 
ing of others, or the care of the diet 
of the sick. The economy of foods, the 
complications arising in the use of 
substitutes, and the scarcity of domes- 
tic labor, all point to cne necessity of 
women learning more apout food val- 
ues and their preparation, as an aid to 
living. 

“Tn this connection,” continued Mr. 
Ashcraft, “I was told yesterday that 
in-one of our largest corporations, 
where a number of. young women are 
employed, the welfare director discov- 
ered after a careful survey that many 
of the young women who were ineffi- 
cient or not capable or continuous or 
difficult work, were undernourished— 
not getting the right food or properly 
prepared food to keep them strong. ~ 

“Investigation proved that either they 
were in homes where there was the 
ignorance of how to prepare food for 
working people, or they boarded where 
no thought was given to the idea of 
wholesome food. 

“Any woman who takes the classes 
in dietetics afforded by the local de- 
partment of the Red Cross gets a cer- 
tain knowledge of food values that will 
not only be a great aid to her per- 
sonally, but it will be a practical aid 
to her through life. 

Where to Register. 

Applicants for these classes in die- 
tetics should register at the Red Cross 
house, 258 Peachtree street, where die-

,tetic classes aré being continually or- 


ganized and taught by experts. 

In the matter of the first aid to the 
injured classes and those in surgical 
dressiggs, their value in this war crisis 
speaks’ for itself. 

Asked about the equipment for 
nurses’ aids, now being called by the 
American Red Cross, Mr. Ashcraft stat- 
ed that Atlanta had been asked to fur- 
nish 76. 

To be a nurses’ aid Mr. Ashcraft ex- 
‘plained that a young woman should 
know elemenatry hygiene and home 
nursing and she should have a knowl- 
edge of the rench language, those 
being the specified requirements. 

Classes in French are being taught 
to equip young women in this direc- 
tion by the French committee of the 
Red Cross, including Mrs. John M. 
Slaton and Miss Julia Murphy. 

There are also classes being taught 
in elementary hygiene to accommodate 
the young women training themselves 
with a view to becoming nurses’ aids.

DR. BLACK STRESSES

The work of the women of America 
in relation to the soldiers of the nation 
is of vital importance at the present 
moment, declared Dr. Charles H. Black, 
chaplain-at-large at Camp Gordon, be- 
fore a large gathering of the leading 
women of Atlanta at the War Camp 
Community Service luncheon at the 


Piedmont Wednesday. 

“It is incumbent upon the women of 
Atlanta,” he said, “when entertaining 
the men from camp to see to it that the 
soldier is not allowed to drop down 
from that high plane of patriotism to 
which we at Camp Gordon are trying 
to raise him. [I hope that you will 
—— lift him to a still higher stand- 
ard. 

“The new standard of patriotism that 
is being held before the men has three 
phases: First, the soldier must be will- 
ing to make every personal sacrifice; 
second, he must agree to submit to the 
very rigid discipline of the army which 
is the fruit of centuries of experience 
in teaching men to fight; third, he must 
develop in his own life a higher type of 
manhood, and a new idea of loyalty. 

“In helping build up such a spjgit 
in the men stationed in Atlanta, Fie 
women of this city can contribute im- 
measurable benefit to the army and to 
the winning of the war.” 

Major Camack, of Fort McPherson, in 


giving personal experiences of his work 
abroad, declared that the women of 
Ongland and France are doing things 
that American women have not dreamed 
of touching, but which they must do 
yet, if the war is to be won. “Don’t 
look upon any task that may contribute 
to the war as a personal sacrifice,” he 
. “Count it rather a gracious privi- 
ege.”

In the city court today Judge O’Rourke 
sentenced H. F. Kuck, a leading member 
of the German-American colony en- 
gaged in the grocery business here to 
serve twelve months on the chaingang 
for violating the prohibition law.

In his sen- 
tence the judge commented upon the 
fact that it was a notorious fact that 
Kuck had been a continuous violator 
of the anti-liquor laws, despite the ef- 
forts of the local state and federal au- 
thorities to stop him.

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‘DEALING WITH LYNCH LAW. 


The lynching evil in this country has 
got to be stopped; and sooner or later it 


gill be, because it’ is basicly inconspatible 
with orderly government and civilization. 


_ It must be stopped by the states or else 
the federal government will step in and 
stop it. That much is beyond controversy. 

All over the country the conviction is 
gaining ground that the states themselves 
cannot put an end to mob violence. In a 
communication appearing elsewhere upon 
this page Rev. S. B. Ledbetter, presiding 
elder of the Dalton district, Methodist Epis- 
copal church, south, and one of the most 
influential and worthy citizens of Georgia, 
says that it is idle to hope that the state 
of Georgia will ever stop lynching. “In 
the very nature of the case,” he writes, 
“the state cannot hope to gtop it,” and he 
gives good grounds for the argument he 
presents. 

“The only remedy as I see it,” he de- 
clares, “is in the federal courts.” 

Let us still hope that state action will 
solve the problem—though developments 
lend but little encouragement to confidence 
that it will. 

And the outlook is as bad in IMinois as 
jn any southern state—or even worse. 

Unless there is a turn for the better the 
time is not far distant when the federal 
government will be forced to step in, assert 
jurisdiction, and do that which the states 
ought themselves to do without outside in- 
terference. 


“MEASURING UP.” 


In an article on the need of greater con- 
servation of food products for the winning 
of the war, Harriet Russell says, in The 
Houston (Texas) Post: 


“Trivial, indeed, is our sacrifice com- 
pared with the sacrifices of the men in 
service. 

“In Texas we are trying to measure 
up to a fine and splendid standard: of 
faithful, loyal, genuine patriotism. 

“We wish ours to be a patriotism 
that is active—not a patriotism of words. 

“Our conscience is clear. 

“We can look troubled, harassed old 
Uncle Sam in the face and say to him: 
‘We're with you—we'll stay with you.” 

And that’s the only way to look at it— 
“We're with you—we’ll stay with you.” 

Man, woman and child—as far as help 
may be given—we're in the war to win it! 
It is as if we were one great family of 
workers, and Uncle Sam the head of the 
family. 

So the true patriotic spirit is summed up 
in the pledge to give all that the country 
asks; and the country is not going to ask 
too much. 

It could not—of a loyal spirit of devo- 
tion. 

As one patriot expressed it—recogniz- 
ing no limit to helpfulness—“Take all the 
wheat, if you need all, and take what you 


. want of the cornfields, too. We can live on 
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little, in order to help big!” 
And, with the right spirit, and the loyal 


work, there'll be plenty to go around!

In police court the other day a notori- 
ous negro character, who has a long and 
ugly blind tiger record, was haled before 
the recorder, charged with loafing. He had 
been ordered to take a job and work, but 
refused to do so, and was, very properly so, 
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for classification as a “gentleman of leis- 
ure” and renders him immune to the de 


The negro was able to prove to the court 


& that he owned several pieces of property 
from which he received a monthly rental 


income of about $100, which, according to 
his standard of citizenship, qualifies him 


for service.

work, but so long as he has visible means 
of support, I can do nothing more about 
it; but if I had my way I would have 
every loafer and vagrant shot at sun- 
rise.”" ; 
The law being so, why not change it? 


It is a pity that well-meaning officials 


have no power to put such a negro, or a) 


white man similarly situated, to work or in 
jail. This particular negro, according to 
police records, has figured conspicuously in 
several police raids, and is regarded as a 
notorious prohibition law violator. He 
ought to be at work, but he will not work 
because he can live easily without it, and 
the law cannot make him work because he 
has an income from property, accumulated 
in large part, probably, from the profits of 
his law-breaking in the past. 

Service is what the times demand— 
service in a way that will either directly or 
indirectly help in the winning of the war. 
There is no rightful place in the society of 
today for the able-bodied man—rich or poor, 
white or black—-who is not doing something 
useful. 

And certainly, if it is now lacking, a law 
that would empower the authorities’ to 
reach out and collar the leisurely never 
sweats and yoke them to some kind of con- 
structive toil, should be supplied.

“WORK OR FIGHT.” 


There is no evading the edict of “Work 
or Fight,” and, as the law means just what 
it says, it “lines up” all alike. 

Many states anticipated the national 
law, and, as The New York Sun says: 
“Both nation and state are at the dragnet.” 

‘ The rounding up of those “born tired” 
nas given rise to all sorts of situations— 
tragi¢ and comic; but “tragic” only as 
those affected by the law happen to lobdk at 
it: Work, to mlany who have never known 
the necessity for it, is such a serious thing! 

“In New York,” says The Sun, “the 
dragnet catches even poets and philoso- 
phers,” and “if the Sage: of Concord were 
living today he might have to show that 
philosophy was a recognized industry,” 
while “Dr. Samuel Johnson might have to 
demonstrate that his building of a diction- 
ary was an essential calling.” 

Of the present operation of the New 
York state law, The Sun relates this in- 
cident: 

The other day a man of wealth found 
himself confronted by a quandary. He 
had retired from business with an ample 
fortune and had volunteered to assist 
one of the local draft boards.’ His phy- 
sician advised him that his health was 
failing, and that he should lose no time 
in taking a two months’ vacation. Then 
came the news that the state had enacted 
legislation which seemed to require him 
to.work. He therefore applied to the 
chairman of the draft board for permis- 
sion to go away for a while. His appli- 
cation is being held up pending the ar- 
Tival of the attorney general’s opinion. 

Peculigr situations and delicate points 
as to the national law may come to the 
front when Uncle Sam himself gets right 
down to business on and after July 1. 

The country is mighty busy now, with 
work for all who want it, but it will get 
‘busier then! 

And it will keep busy; and national 
patriotism, as well as necessity, will be 
equal to whatever tasks may be required, 
for the thought that all are working togeth- 
er for a common end—the Victory to come 
—will’ give the people heart and hope and 
strength for all.

The man who spends his Sundays in 
the homes of Atlantans is aided more than 
can be expressed, both as a man and as a 
soldier.” 

“Hold up before the men whom you en- 
tertain the highest standards of patriotism 
and loyalty that will lead them to the ulti- 
mate victory,” added Chaplain-at-large Black, 
of Camp Gordon, in an address that was 
marked with the utmost intensity of con- 
viction and feeling.

Editor Constitution: I have read your 
| editorial headed “Georgia and Wool” with 
great interest. The wool-growing industry 
is familiar to me, as I spent years in Mon- 
tana. 

The outlook for the sheep business here 
is better than for Montana in many ways. 
Idle lands should be seeded down in grass. 

The sheep business will go a long way 
in solving the labor problem here. 

Good bottom lands must be set aside for 
raising hay for winter feed. Good wool and 
good feed go together; the man who remem- 
bers this is going to be a successful wool- 
grower. Some ecreage should be used for 
raising rutabagas where mutton is being 
produced. 

THE DOG MUST GO. When you see a 
dog handling a band of 3,000 sheep you get 
some idea of the terror dogs inspire in 
sheep. : 

Sheep larfds are not worth over $25 per 
acre. To make any money, acreage must be 
obtained at from $10 to $165. 

Georgia has a great future as a wool- 
growing state, perhang far greater than she 
ever had as a cotton raiser, for the sheep 
is a money maker 365 days in the year. 

Remember, it nearly always pays to send 
land products to market on the hoof.

On Federal Lynch Law 


'‘Hditor Constitution: I read your recent 
article on the subject of lynching, and the 
suggestion that, unless the states acted, the 
federal government will have to take charge 
of such offenses, and wish to indorse what 
you say. 

You have taken no uncertain stand on 
this question all along. 

Early in the year 1917 I wrote an article 
which was printed in The Constitution, in 
which I stated that ‘there is but one remedy 
for this crime, and that is for Uncle Sam 
to have jurisdiction.” I said further: “Until 
the government takes this matter in hand, 
removing it from its local influences, the 
crime will continue. When the state either 
cannot or will not enforce law and put down 
crime, the government’ should do it. The 
state has no right to a right she will not 
exercise for the protection of her people by 
the maintenance of law and order. 

“Give Uncle Sam jurisdiction in all cases 
of lynching and he will stop it. Without that 
the time is far in the future when it will be 
done.”’ 

Quite a number of anonymous letters 
came to me abusing me for the article, and 
some heartily approving it, both from whites 
and blacks. 

Recently, May 14, the Tennessee Confer- 
ence of Charities and Correction passed reso- 
lutions calling on the “president of the 
United States to issue a proclamation to the 
American people on the subject, and, where- 
as such acts do in fact amount to crimes 
against the nation, we do further petition 
congress to pass an act so declaring and 
giving federal grand juries and courts the 
right to indict and try those charged there- 
with,” referring to the lynching thats» had 
taken place in that state. In the very nature 
of the case the state cannot hope to stop it 
Take the lynchings of recent date in south 
Georgia. The enforcement of the law is in 
the hands of the whites. Both the grand and 
petit juries are white, always. Hardly a 
family in the counties concerned but what is 
related either by blood or close friendly ties 
to some one or more of those comprising the 
mob. To expect juries made up of friends 
and relatives to find true bills against and 
then convict the perpetrators of those crimes 
is out of the question. They simply are not 
going to do it. They never have, and they 
never will. 

The only remedy, as I see it, is in federal] 
courts.

Candidate for Mayor Pledges 
Himself to Work for Im- 
provement of Streets and 
Parks of Atlanta. 


Calling for an elimination of poli- 
tics from the police board and an end 
to idling by putting all white and black 
loafers to work or in the stockade, 
favoring compulsory education in the 
Brammar schools and pledging his aid 
in the improvement of streets and of 
parks, Edward H. Inman, candidate for 
mayor, yesterday issued his first state- 
ment to the people of Atlanta. 

In his statement he comments upon 
the multiplicity of board members, and 
states that he believes the size of these 
boards should be reduced and the mem- 
bership should be from the city-at- 
large. 

His position on the Georgia Railway 
and Power company petition for an 
increase in rates is as follows: 


“If upon intelligent and reliable in- 
vestigation, it is found that for the 
people of Atlanta to receive and to 
continue to receive those fundamental 
necessities, light, heat and power, it is 
necessary for the Georgia Railway and 
Power company to receive more money 
from the people to enable the company 
to supply that service, then they 
should have an increase, but if they 
are now receiving adequate compensa- 
tion, the city authorities should use 
every effort to prevent an increase in 
rate. I am not prejudiced either for, 
or against, any public service corpora- 
tion. [I would not, for any considera- 
tion, misjudge an issue of such im- 
portance to our people who must have 
satisfactory service. The greatest busi- 
ness institution in Atlanta, on down 
to the humblest citizen, may expect 
fair and just consideration from me 
as mayor—nothing more, nothing less.”

To the People of Atlanta: 

In announcing myself as a candidate for 
mayor, I wish to say it was done in re- 
sponse to a demand upon my patriotism by 
a body of men who had no other motive 
than what they conceived to be the best 
interest of the city, in which I was born 
and reared, and where I expect to spend 
the remainder of my life. I am not, in the 
usually accepted sense of the word, a ‘'poli- 
tician,’’ although I have had some experi- 
ence in civic affairs of value to a man who 
serves you as mayor. I know many of the 
faults of our form of mynicipal government, 
and propose to exert y efforts to correct 
them. I know many of the materia] needs 
of our city, some of which are apparent 
to the most casual observer, and I propose 
to do my best to have them supplied. 
To aspire to the moyoralty of Atlanta is 
laudable ambition, and no act or word 
of mine shall refiect lupon the personal 
character of my competitors for that honor, 
I propose to regard the confidence of the 
‘people as a trust, and if elected I will de- 
vote to the duties of mayor the same time 
and attention which I have heretofore de- 
voted to my private affairs; to treat the 
office of mayor as a business organization 
to be fairly, faithfully, and impartially ad- 
ministered in the interest of the stockhold- 
‘ers—the people. 

Aside from our local affairs, we must all 
bear in mind that our first consideration at 
this time is to win the war, laying aside 
everything that might interfere with the 
crushing of Prussianism and the putting be- 
hind the bars or standing against the wall 
the pro-German and all who throw obstruc- 
tion in the way of successfuly ‘‘carrying on.’’ 


ment of Health. 

Health is the most valuable possession of 
man, because upon good health depends 
ability for work, mental alertness, and ca- 
pacity for the enjoyment of life for which 
people labor. Health facilities should there- 
fore receive primary consideration, and with 
this in view I pledge my every effort to 
properly equip and maintain our water sup- 
ply, hospitals, and department of bacteri- 
ology with inspection or analysis of our 
milk, water, and food. 

I consider Manager Smith, of the water 
department, Chief Jentzen of the sanitary 
department, Drs. Kennedy and Smith, of the 
health department, and Dr. Summerall, of 
the Grady hospital, five of our most capable 
and conscientious officials, and I will, if 
elected, exert myself to secure for them fa- 
cilities to increase their usefulness to the 
people. 

Police and Fire Departments. 

Politics in the board of police commis- 
gioners should be eliminated if possible, and 
the thought and emergies of the members 
of the department should be devoted to the 
proteestion of the lives and property of our 
people. Officers should be well paid and 
treated with fairness and consideration. 
Reward in the form of promotion should be 
based on merit, and the result of efficient 
activity in the people's interest. Each of- 
ficer should be made to know that he will 
he sustained in the performance of his duty 
without regard to political influence, and 
that he will be suspended or dismissed for 
dereliction of duty in spite of political in- 
fluence. 

I hold that the prevention of crime is 
more important than its punishment. In- 
telligent activity on the part of the police 
is the surest prevention of crime. The com- 
mission of crime should be vigorously in- 
vestigated, however, and the criminal in 
every instance discovered and punished, as 
a warning to aspiring criminals. Officers 
should be trained to make fair and just pre- 
sentation of evidence. 

The operation of the police department 
has a direct and important bearing on the 
very vitals of our social life, particularly 
at this time, when some useful and patri- 
otic service should engage the efforts of 
the pool room loafer and corner hanger- 
out. The police department can render an 
invaluable service to the city and _ the 
country by putting both white and black 
loafers to work or in the stockade. 

Now that our national guard is in the 
federal service, the police department 
should be supplied with a plentiful amount 
ef modern arms and ammunition so as to 
take care of any situation that might 
orrbe fire department is happily free from 
any serious political influence, and in my 
judgment is well and efficiently operated. 
However, the water supply should be main- 
tained in abundance and the equipment 
should be modern and effective. The men 
should be well paid, properly trained and 
disciplined. This department is of both 
social and financial importance because 
upon its functioning properly depends our 
nomes, the property of our people, as well 
as the insurance rat@ the owner of insur- 
uble property bas to pay. 

#ublic Schools. 


Personally, I am now, and have always 
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| been, 


in favor 
school education. In the absence of a law 
making such attendance at school compui- 
sory, I favor adequate facilities in the way 
of conveniently located, 
school buildings, free sch 


agement and training of backward children, 
carefully selected and well paid teachers: 
in fact, every facility to make attendance 
at school attractive, convenient and eco- 
nomical, because education is a cure for 
most of our moral ills. 

It has been charged recently that all is 
not well with the school department. Re- 
sponsibility for the disaffection should be 
placed, the guilty promptly removed and 
the future conduct of the schools should 
be based on the moral and mental! fitness 
of officers and teachers without regard to 
personal or political frien ip. A wrong 
impression made on the nds of our chil- 
dren may have an influence which will last 
through life. It is inconceivable that a 
man could be guilty of playing politics 
with such a sacred trust as the minds of 
our innocent children. 

Buildings and Greunds. 

Under this heading I shall devote a few 
words to our streets, with the promise that 
if I am elected I will devote fewer words 
and more work to ‘having the situation 
remedied. 

I have lived atl my Iife in Atlanta and 
not during that time have the «*reets been 
in as bad condition as at present, and I 
pledge the people that if I am elected to 
serve a8 your mayor I will exert every per- 
sonal and political influence at my com- 
mand to provide Atlanta with thorough- 
fares befitting her importance as the capi- 
tal city of the Empire State of the South, 
and to accelerate the permanent growth 
and development the future has in store for 
her. I favor the development and main- 
tenance of our parks and recreation cen- 
ters as health-giving influence for our peo- 
ple. The parks should be beautified and 
properly maintained to make them attrac- 
tive and a refining influence on old and 


‘young who visit them. 


My position on the Southeastern fair 
grounds at Lakewood is misunderstood by 
some. I was a member of the finance 
committee of the city counci] when this de- 
velopment was proposed. I opposed the 
appropriation of $75,000 for the fair at that 
time on account of the fact that so many 
other, and in my opinion, more important 
demands in the interest of schools, streets, 
hospitals and waterworks, etc., were being 
made on the city treasury, awhich at that 
time was in a very depleted condition, that 
I favored them, believing they were more 
urgent than the Southeastern fair; how- 
evér, the Southeastern fair grounds were 
developed and the city now has an attrac- 
tive and imposing educational plant which 
must be maintained and roads and thor- 
oughfares to Lakewood should be well 
paved to make the fair easy and ¢om- 
fortabie of access to our people and to the 
thousands of visitors who are an important 
financial asset to our city. 


, Public Utilities, 


If upon intelligent and reliable investi- 
gation, it is found that for the people of

Under our present form of government, it 
is frequently difficult to give credit for suc- 
cess, or place responsibility for failure. We 
have a multiplicity of board members, and 
the size of these boards should be reduced, 
tnd membership thereon should be from the 


city-at-large. 


Public Finances. 

The financial condition of the city re- 
quires constant care and attention to see, 
first, that sufficient revenue is secvred from 
all sources impartially, to equalize the bur- 
den and to enable the city to keep abreast 
of modern civic developments, which has 
such an important bearing -on property val- 
ures. Second, to see that the revenue so 
secured in “judiciary expended to get the 
best results, and with fairness and impar- 
tiality to each locality and depart- 
ment of our city. I have had _  con- 
siderable experience in financial af- 
fairs In the conduct of my own business, 
and some experience in municipal financial 
affairs as chairman of the finance commit- 
tee of the city council in 1916. I will devote 
afl) of the knowledge and ability I possess 
along these lines to the affairs of the city. 
The law governing bond elections should 
be changed, 60 as to enable two-thirds of 
the votes cast to carry the election. Issuing 
bonds necessarily increases the fixed charges 
of the city, but the maintenance of the 
project upon which the money is spent is 
largely dore away with if the work is wisely 
done and of a permanent character, 


In Conclusion. 


There are a number of subjects of im- 
portance on which it is impossible to touch 
in a statement which must necessarily be 
brief. I hope to discuss other matters and 
elaborate on some herein refered to at an 
early date. However, the principal things 
for your consideration are the motives of 
the candidates, the ability to discharge the 
duties of the office, business vision to build 
for the future, and complete trust in, and 
desire for, a frank understanding between 
the candidate and the people whose servant 
he is. 

I was born in Atlanta thirty-six years ago, 
and I propose to live here the remainder of 
my life. My aambition as mayor will be to 
render a public service which will be a pride 
to me throughout my life and justify the 
confidence of all of our people. I have no 
political enemies to punish, acrimony is for- 
eign to my nature. I earnestly solicit the 
vote and influence of every white citizen of 
Atlanta and I hope to meet each and every- 
one before the day of the election, July 10.

DISCUSSED BY HAN 


Georgia Railway and Power 
Co. Has Now Brought Out 
Candidate for Mayor, Pas- 
tor Tells Congregation. 


Charging that one of the candidates 


in the race for mayor was brought out 
by the Georgia Railway and Power 
company, Rev. J. W. Ham made a most 
earnest and energetic talk at the Bap- 
tist Tabernacle last night, on the sub- 
ject, “The Georgia Railway and Power 
Company in Its Relations to the May- 
oralty Race.” 

Mr. Ham disclaimed having any ill 
feeling, personally, toward anyone in- 
terested on either of what he considers 
the two sides that are lining up for 
the mayoralty contest, but explained 
that the “capitalistic” mind must of 
necessity think along only one line. 

Mr. Ham believes that public owner- 
ship of public utilities is coming soon, 
and stated that naturally the power 
company does not favor such a step.

SOLDIERS ON FURLOUGH 
T0 RIDE AT REDUCTION 


Rate of One Cent Per Mile Ar- 
ranged for Men, Officers 
and Nurses. 


In the future all men, officers and 
nurses of military forces of the United 
States army on leave of furlough from 
camps can purchase tickets on all rail- 
roads at a rate of one-third the usual 
cost plus war tax. 

This fact was announced Wednesday 
at Camp Gordon headquarters by offi- 
cers who have received word of the ar- 
rangement from the direction of tfail- 
roads at Washington.

19, leaving the junior class at the State 
university in 1910, and stayed in three 
years, when he was honorably dis- 
charged. He was then out of the army 
one year, during which time he taught 
school in Springfield, S. C., and in Daw- 
son, Ga. He then joined the reserves, 
and went to Mexico as a second lieu- 
tenant. He was promoted on the bor- 
der to first lieutenant, and afterwards 
transferred to Fort Jay, N. Y., where 
he wa8S made a captain. From there he 
went to France with the original ex- 
peditionary forces of General Pershing, 
and is said to be the first American 
soldier to put foot in°No Man’s Land. 

Captain Anderson was born May 21, 
1888, and was killed on May 28, he 
being just 30 years old at the time of 
his death. There were three letters 
received from him today at his home 
by members of the family, written by 
him before his death, about a month 
ago. In one of the letters to his sister 
he stated that he was in line for pro- 
motion and would receive his commis- 
sion as major in November. 

He has. been in command of his 
company at all times since he went 
to France. Captain Anderson had a 
reputation for daring and nerve, fre- 
quently performing Herculean feats of 
strength around his home, and was a 
very powerful specimen of physical 
manhood. He numbered his friends by 
the hundreds in this county and made 
many friends when he was at the Uni- 
versity of Georgia, during the years 
1907 and 1908, who deeply sympathize 
with his family in their loss. 

Besides his father, he is survived by 
two brothers and seven sisters. One 
of his brothers, Ernest Anderson, is 
in charge of the North Augusta acade- 
my, where Captain Anderson himself 
taught for a term.
